PRIOLO. Sicily (U FI) - The U S 
guided missile cruiser Belknap, its 
superstructure sheared off like a tin can 
in a fiery collision with an American air­ 
craft carrier, docked safely at dawn to­ 
day. 
But the Belknap's crew raised the 
Stars and Stripes over the twisted, 
blackened deck of their crippled cruiser 
at 8am — right on traditional Navy 
schedule 
Four men. three from the Belknap and 
one from the carrier John F Kennedy, 
were killed and 45 other injured in the 
crash late Saturday in the Ionian Sea. 
Four Belknap crewmen were missing 
“ There was chaos.” said Belknap 
crewman Lt.Com Rick Foley. 35. of 
Virginia Beach. Virginia 
“ You think of a crash like an auto 
crash, but this it seemed lasted 15, 30 
seconds.” he said. “ There was no sudden

Friday, and 
said he had heard police wanted to ques­ 
tion him about the armed robbery of 
Williams Bros. Market East, Thursday 
night. Heredia was booked on a charge of 
armed robbery. Bail was set at $5,000. 
The suspect was out of jail today 
awaiting court action in the case. 
On Thursday night a few minutes 
before closing hour, a bandit dressed in 
women’s clothing and armed with a 45- 
caliber handgun, held three store 
employes at bay while scooping $1,500 
from cash registers. Witnesses 
described the suspect as wearing heavy 
makeup including red lipstick. The 
witnesses told police the bandit was a 
man disguised as a woman.

Members of the first shore party to 
board the cruiser said the crew told them 
one man had been crushed by equip­ 
ment. Two more missing crewmembers 
were believed to have been buried m the 
superstructure’s collapse, they said. 
Lt. Cdr. J. Nuzum of Vermont. W. Va., 
port liaison officer from the U.S. Navy 
Supply Depot at nearby Sigonella. said, 
“ The superstructure is gone for all prac­ 
tical purposes. The crew is great, 
beautiful. They really fought for their 
ship They want to stay aboard and clean 
her up 


“ The things they want most are 
laundry and a place to take a shower,” 
he said “ They’ve rigged up electricity 
but they have no heat. But it’s not cold 
inside." 


Ford has confidence 
in Moynihan service 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford said today he has “ complete con­ 
fidence” in Daniel P. Moynihan. the out­ 
spoken ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions who said he would stay on the job at 
least temporarily. 
A White House spokesman also said 
Moynihan’s resignation is not expected 
in the foreseeable future. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen told 
reporters that Ford met 30 minutes alone 
with Moynihan today, and then Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger joined them 
for 10 minutes. 
Moynihan reportedly had come close 
to resigning last Friday, and told friends 
he was unhappy about lack of support 
from the White House following 
criticism from allied nations who said he 
had antagonized nonaligned countries 
with his outspoken comments. 
But when asked today before meeting 
with Ford if he was going to hand his 
resignation to the President, Moynihan 
replied, “ Oh, no.” But he left open the 
possibility he might resign after the U N. 
General Assembly session ends Dec. 16. 
“ I’d rather talk to the President first 
before saying anything more,” he said 
when asked about resigning after the 
current session. 
“ Both President Ford and Secretary 
Kissinger expressed their strong support 
for the effective job Ambassador 
Moynihan has been doing representing 
the United States at the United Nations,” 
said a presidential statement which Nes­ 
sen read after today’s meeting. “ The 
President wants it clearly understood 
that Ambassador Moynihan has his com­ 
plete confidence. 
“ The President and Secretary Kis­ 
singer encouraged 
Ambassador 
Moynihan to continue to speak out can­ 
didly and forcefully on major issues 
coming before the United Nations.” 


Beirut paralyzed 
by raging gunfights 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (U PI) - Gunfights 
raged across Beirut today paralyzing the 
city and filling hospitals to overflowing. 
Squabbling political leaders wrecked im­ 
mediate efforts to enforce a cease-fire 
agreement 


At least four persons died and 12 were 
wounded in shooting incidents that 
cleared the streets of the capital today 
and brought total casualties in the con­ 
flict between Moslem leftists and right- 
wing Christians to 4.200 dead and 8.800 
wounded 


At least 60 others were killed and 200 
wounded in Beirut’s bloodiest weekend in 
three weeks. A French peace envoy 
narrowly escaped death in a mortar at­ 
tack near the French ambassador's 
residence 


Premier Rashid Karami called a 
meeting of the National Diologue Com­ 
mittee — a 20-man body composed of 
leading political and religious leaders — 
in an effort to restore peace

Lompoc Unified School Board of 
Trustees — one smoker and four non- 
smokers — must decide before the first 
of the year whether to create on-campus 
smoking areas at two high schools or to 
dodge the issue. 


The trustees can order the ad­ 
ministrators at Lompoc and Cabrillo 
High Schools to create the smoking areas 
as permitted by new state law. or they 
can leave it up to the individual school 
administrators. 


They can also dodge the question by 
doing nothing, in which case the status 
quo would prevail. Smoking by students 
is prohibited on campus and furthermore 
teachers and administrators are bound 
by law, lame duck law until Jan 1, to 
seize cigarettes that they may observe 
Under the present way of doing things, a 
student can be suspended for smoking on 
campus 
The school board will consider those 
facts of life tomorrow when they note a 
variety of new laws that will virtually 
transform life on campus. 


ALBANY. N Y 
(U P I) - State 
legislative leaders today still were try­ 
ing to get President Ford to change his 
mind and back federal aid for New York 
City. Their chosen path — $205 million in 
increased city taxes 
It was not proving an easy road The 
leaders spent the weekend dealing with 
an impasse they hoped to resolve when 
the legislature resumed at noon today 
To complicate things, New York City 
banks, holding $500 million in short-term 
city debt, were reported pressing for in­ 
creased state taxes as well. 
The banks were said to feel that their 
agreement not to press for immediate 
payment of the notes had been voided by 
Gov. Hugh Carey’s decision to separate 
proposals for state and city tax hikes 
But a Carey spokesman said Sunday 
night however he was unaware of any 
specific ultimatum 
The city tax package is intended to 
demonstrate to Ford that New York is 
doing its best to solve its fiscal 
problems. But it ran aground in the 
legislature Saturday when Republicans, 
liberal Democrats and black and 
Hispanic lawmakers jumped ship 


There were few visible signs that 
Carey or assembly speaker Stanley 
Steingut. both Democrats, had made

SB 171 by

County explosive 
to destroy found 


SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - Ex­ 
plosive experts gingerly destroyed 900 
pounds of unstable dynamite that was ac­ 
cidentally discovered in an underground 
bunker by a horseback rider 


Three-hundred pounds were burned 
Sunday and the rest of the cache was to 
be burned today, a police spokesman 
said Another 1.100 pounds of “ safe” 
dynamite was moved to a nearby bunker 


The 10-pound explosive sticks were 
soaked in a diesel fuel solution to desen­ 
sitize crystalized nitroglycerin 
They 
were burned in 100-pound lots and only 
during the daylight hours 
The dynamite cache was found Friday 
by a young girl who reported that her 
horse s hoof had hit something hollow in

GLF.NDALE (UPI) — Hundreds of 
residents were forced to flee their homes 
in parts of Glendale and the La 
Crescenta area and parts of the San Fer­ 
nando Valley today as a raging brush 
fire, driven by dry Santa Ana winds, 
forked out in two directions 
The blaze flared through 20,000 acres 
of brush and destroyed a number of 
homes in northern Glendale before mov­ 
ing eastward to U Crescenta 
At the same time the flames, whipped 
by wind gusts up to 50 miles per hour, 
’•»aped ridges and burned across the 
•wrthem rim of the San Fernando Valley 
to the west 
All schools in the area were closed, 
and many were being used as evacuation 
centers 
Four juveniles were arrested for 
looting evacuated homes in Glendale, a 
Los Angeles suburb of about 160 000 resi 
dents Many persons in the area were 
herded out by police officers for their 
own safety 
A religious retreat was among the 
structures evacuated shortly after dawn 
About 40 persons left along with the 
hundreds of others in car and truck 
carvans and on foot 
Fourteen patients of a rest home were 
evacuated on stretchers and another 85 
were taken out of the area by bus when 
flames neared the structure 
Paramedics set up field hospitals in 
parking lots in I,a Crescenta to treat fire 
fighters for eye irritation and smoke in­ 
halation 
Firemen were backfiring the blaze 
along a wash in northern San Fernando 
Valley in hopes of halting the flames 
before more homes were endangered 
The weather forecast was nothing but 
bad news for the hundreds of fire­ 
fighters It was for hot weather high 
winds and low humidity 
An eerie light bathed Los Angeles as 
the sun filtered through a thick pall of 
smoke Ashes fell over a 50-mile radius 
of the blaze, which flared up early Sun­ 
day in Big Tujunga Canyon north of Glen 
dale in the Angeles National Forest 
Communication was poor between the 
more than 1.000 men on the fire lines and 
the command center Firefighting units 
from several areas of Southern Califor­ 
nia. including Orange County, Burbank 
Pasadena and the San Gabriel Valley 
rushed to the scene in an attempt to stop 
the fire 
“ There was so much smoke in the 
homes,” one policeman said, “ we 
couldn't see our hands in front of our 
faces 
“ We went through the homes hitting 
the beds to see if anyone was in them ” 
Dry Santa Ana winds from the desert 
whipped through with gusts of up to 50 
miles per hour creating fire storms in 
the thick brush and trees in the canyons 
At the same time, a brush fire that 
started in an unoccupied cabin in the San 
Bernardino National Forest swept 
through thousands of acres of dry brush 
on the slopes of Mt 
Baldy forcing 
evacuation of two dozen homes 
Many others were threatened There 
was no containment in sight for either 
fire 
Another blaze burned through 20 acres 
of Santa Susana Pass in Ventura County 
to the west but no structures were dama­ 
ged 
The Big Tujunga Canyon fire had 
caused injuries to nine firefigh’ers by 
shortly after dawn 
Three suffered 
severe burns and were hospitalized One 
was struck by a car Others -.uffered 
smoke inhalation and were treated at the 
scene 
Residents of three small communities. 
Haines Canyon Alpine and Seven Hills 
were sent to evacuation centers set up at 
high schools 
Thick columns of black smoke rose as 
one home after another exploded in 
flames on the Glendale hillsides about 20 
miles north of downtown Los Angeles 
Earlier, eight cabins m the La Paloma 
Flats area were destroyed Swimming 
pools and automobiles in the area were 
covered with thick white ash from the 
blaze 
A panhandle-shaped area of Glendale 
north of Foothills Blvd was declared an 
emergency area this morning as 
caravans of cars and trucks conveyed 
residents and what belongings they could 
carry away from danger 
Police said they were arresting 
persons still in the burn area to get them 
to safety

Hearing scheduled 
on county park fees 


The County Park Commission 
has set a public hearing for Jan 
22 in Santa Barbara to get input 
from organizations and other 
group users of the county park 
system as to their reaction to 
suggestions of a group use fee 
program with a centralized 
booking system 
Park Commission members 
at their November meeting 
decided along with Park Direc­ 
tor Michael Pahos that a hear 
ing was in order to get senti­ 
ment that would help furnish 
guidelines to the commission in 
making a recommendation to 
the Board of Supervisors 
Administrative Services Of­ 
ficer 
James 
Laponis 
emphasized that there “ is 
nothing definite about it yet ... 
it is only in draft form’’ 
awaiting the public hearing 
He said the department has 
only given consideration at this 
point “ to implementation of a 
park reservation fee ' for the 
setting aside by groups of por­ 
tions of a county park for pic­ 
nics or other activities. 
A centralized reservation 
system for group use would be 
helpful to the public and the 


parks administration, it is felt, 
as a central office would then 
know about bookings in all the 
parks and be able to inform a 
group which could not book in 
one park openings in another 
park in the same area, for in­ 
stance 
Group charge systems in 
other counties, including Ven­ 
tura, have been checked into, 
and the Park Commission at its 
monthly session Thursday men­ 
tioned possible fees including 
$20 for use of a group up to 150 
persons and $25 for a group over 
150 persons. 
But Pahos and commis­ 
sioners emphasized these 
figures were merely talked 
about, and there was no deci­ 
sion about the fee that could be 
charged, any more than there 
was a decision about a fee 
system or centralized reserva­ 
tion office. 
laponis said some groups 
have found difficulties in the 
way of promptly getting reser­ 
vations under the present setup. 
They make calls to do so to the 
park ranger, who often is busy 
in various areas of the park 
when they call.

WASHINGTON (UPIi - A 
Warren Commission lawyer, 
who believes John F. Kennedy 
knew about CIA assassination 
plots against Cuban premier 
Fidel Castro, says the investi­ 
gation of President Kennedy’s 
slaying 12 years ago should be 
reopened 
David Belin. who worked for 
the Warren Commission in 1964 
and also was executive director 
of the recent Rockefeller Com­ 
mission investigation of the 
CIA. said he is sure a new in­ 
quiry w ill confirm that Lee 
Harvey Oswald acted alone and 
there was no conspiracy to kill 
Kennedy 
Yet Belin said a new in­ 
vestigation would be useful, 
since only one member of the 
W arren Commission apparently 
was aware then of the CIA plots 
and because of "inexcusable 
dereliction of dutv" bv both the 
CIA and FBI 
Belin also said Sunday his 
"personal judgment" is that 
Kennedy and President Dwight 
Fasenhower both knew about 
the CIA activities 
Although he admitted "the 
evidence is in conflict," Belin 
said Allen Dulles, head of the 
CIA under Eisenhower and 
brother of then Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles, and 
Kennedy’s brother Robert, a 
former attorney general, both 
knew of the CIA plots. 
Therefore both presidents 
must have known of plots 
against the Castro, even if they 
had to "re a d between the 
lines”

Buckeyes' passing 
earns Rose berth

Ohio State and Oklahoma proved that 
experience is worth a million dollars 
The top-ranked Buckeyes (11-0) and the 
sixth-ranked Sooners 
(10-1), each 
capitalizing on their opponents’ second- 
half mistakes, scored impressive vic­ 
tories over their chief conference rivals 
Saturday and locked up berths in the 
Rose and Orange Bowls, respectively. 
Those victories figure to earn each 
school in the neighborhood of $1 million 
for their postseason ventures. 
Ohio State, reaching the Rose Bowl for 
the fourth straight year, had to score two 
touchdowns in the final three minutes 
and 18 seconds to defeat fourth-ranked 
Michigan. 21-14. and win the Big Ten 
Conference while Oklahoma turned five 
Nebraska turnovers into touchdowns and 
crushed the previously undefeated Corn- 
huskers. 35-10, to capture the Big Eight 
Conference crown. 
In each case, the victories were 
marked by the ability of senior-laden 
teams to perform better under pressure 
than their younger and more inex­ 
perienced opponents. 
Ohio State, for example, refused to 
fold when it fell behind 14-7 with only 
7:11 remaining Led by senior quarter­ 
back Cornelius Greene, the Buckeyes 
marched up the field to tie the score, 
then took advantage of Michigan’s inex­ 
perienced quarterback, freshman Rick 
Leach, to pull out the victory. 
Of all the victories that Hayes’ clubs 
have achieved over the years, none could 
be more rewarding than Saturday’s 
For three and a half quarters, 
Michigan pushed Ohio State all over the 
field—holding the powerful Buckeyes’ of­

The split — for what? 


It is being proposed that 
Santa Barbara County be split 
in two and frankly, the idea of 
such a thing actually coming 
about scares hell out of us. 
Several reasons for the split 
are being circulated, including 
bringing government closer to 
the people; bringing more 
money to the north county 
than it is presently receiving; 
and ending the ideological dif­ 
ferences between north and 
south county supervisors and 
residents. 
Bringing government closer 
to the people is always a 
laudable goal, and one we 
doubt has anything to do with 
this proposal We aren’t too 
sure having the county seat in 
Santa Maria instead of Santa 
Barbara will really bring our 
government any closer to 
Lompoc. 
Money? Perhaps the proper 
and effective espousal of our 
area’s needs and goals over 
the years might have brought 
us a greater share of county 
dollars. Who knows? We do 
know the eventual duplication 
of county offices in the north 
county will cost many millions 
of dollars in the long run, and 


that’s money which would 
otherwise be spent in the 
county rather than on the 
county. 


Finally, the biggie. The 
ideological differences 
between north and south are 
we feel, the real reasons 
behind the county split 
proposition. And what we 
have, as a result, is some of 
the players in the game 
wanting to stop the game, pick 
up their marbles and go home. 
Pro-growth and slow-growth 
advocates, in government and 
out, have both won some and 
lost some over the years. 
That's good government. Now 
we have a most recent winner 
wanting to insure his winning 
in the future by changing the 
game all together, and we feel 
that’s wrong. Too, being so at­ 
tached to election year 
results, the ideological dif­ 
ferences between north and 
south are also the most super­ 
ficial reasons of all we’ve 
heard so far. 


If this scheme does get as 
far as an election, we can only 
see a lot of grief being the 
result, no matter the elec­ 


tion’s outcome. We would 
liken it to a recall of several 
years back, the wounds of 
which are still mending. We 
can easily see friends becom­ 
ing enemies, both community- 
wise and on an individual 
basis, and for what? 


We are a ways from 
anything concrete being done 
about this proposal. We have 
to see a feasibility study, have 
to get petitions signed and 
counted, and hold an election. 
While all that is going on, we 
truly hope the people of this 
county, and specifically of this 
area, pay very close attention 
to everything which comes 
about, remembering all the 
while that it is precisely the 
ideological differences 
between north and south 
county, their supervisors and 
residents, which have made 
Santa Barbara County the tru­ 
ly exquisite place it is in which 
to live. If that balance is 
destroyed by a county split, we 
fear we will all suffer for 
many years longer than many 
of the proponents will be 
around to enjoy the fruits of 
their labor.

COSTLY ROMANCE: The illicit 
romance between the Federal Power 
Commission and the oil-and-gas industry 
is an old story 
We have written repeatedly, for exam­ 
ple, about the strange reluctance of the 
FPC to crack down on producers for 
withholding natural gas from the 
market 
Spokesmen have solemnly denied any 
conspiracy between the regulators and 
the regulated But now we have learned 
that F rank Allen, boss of the FPC s 
Natural (¡as Bureau, told staff attorney 
Bill Braun bluntly 
“ If you find 


producers withholding gas. you should do 
nothing.’’ 
This attitude has encouraged 
producers to hold back gas until prices 
increase The more gas they keep off the 
market, the greater the shortage will be 
As the shortage becomes more acute, the 
pressure will build up to deregulate 
prices 
If the corruption completes the full cir­ 
cle, price controls will be removed, 
prices will soar and gas users will feel an 
acute pain in the pocketbook. 
The FPC, of course, is supposed to 
protect the consumers’ pocketbooks, not 
the companies’ profits. But the reluctant 
regulators have become convinced by 
the oil-and-gas gang that deregulation is 
now necessary to stimulate exploration 
for new natural gas. 
Allen is known inside the FPC as an 
apologist for the industry and an ad­ 
vocate of price deregulation At the time 
of the incident, he denied that he had 
urged Braun to do nothing about gas 
minipulation But when our associate 
Jack Cloherty pinned him down, Allen 
acknowledged that he had made the 
statement but contended that Braun had

misinterpreted it. 
What he had meant. Allen explained, 
was that producers may be holding back 
gas supplies so they will have enough to 
deliver during the winter months or to 
critical shortage areas. 
This explanation doesn't square, 
however, with the available facts. When 
Allen told Braun to do nothering about 
gas held off the market. Braun was in­ 
vestigating why Transco. a major East 
(’oast pipeline, was cutting back on gas 
deliveries 
The clear implication of Allen s 
remark was that Braun should do 
nothing about Transco’s gas curtail­ 
ments 
Earlier. Allen had given ad­ 
ditional duties to the only staff member 
who had been helping Braun with the 
Transco investigation 
It appeared to Braun, at least, that 
Allen was trying to obstruct his in­ 
vestigation of Transco. The charge is 
denied by Allen But Braun has moved up 
to Capitol Hill, meanwhile, where he can 
continue his investigation 
Footnote: Rep John Dingell. D-Mich , 
may attempt to determine whether any 
FPC officials are guilty of misfeasance. 


Karen Quinlan case II 


The fear of reasonable men is that 
ordered arguments against protracting 
technical life, as in the case of Karen 
Quinlan, will end us up at the mercy of 
Norman Cousins My dear friend Mr. 
Cousins has a genius for blurring distinc­ 
tions by suffusing all subjects with a kind 
of corporate pity which a very little mis­ 
understanding could 
transform into a 
recommendation of 
Euthanasia for Ap­ 
palachians 
Thus, in 
considering 
the 
Quinlan case, he 
writes in Saturday 
Review. “ Our failure 
(to protect our poor) 
poses at least as great 
a problem to public 
morality and sen­ 
sibility as the debate 
over disconnecting a 
comatose young woman from a device 
that keeps her technically alive 
In Ap­ 
palachia every day. men are gasping for 
air...” 
I am not in Appalachia, but I gasp for 
air — at such stuff, which obscures the 
question The fact is that Karen Ann 
Quinlan is not to be confused with a coal 
miner or a ghetto resident, whatever 
hardships they suffer Efforts to say the 
contrary can succeed only in causing 
resistance to the subtle distinctions 
made by such as Dr Milton Heifetz in his 
book. The Right to Die Dr. Heifetz is 
talking about medical problems that are 
clinically definable. His assumptions are 
that 1) the law is on your side on the 
question of whether you desire medical 
treatment, and therefore 2) with 
forethought, you can anticipate such 
quandaries as the Quinlan family faces. 
I reproduce, with here and there an in­ 
terpolation. the form recommended by 
Dr Heifetz, completed copies of which 
should be sent to the next of kin. to the 
family attorney, and to the family doc­ 
tor. 


A DIRECTIVE TO MY PHYSICIAN 
This directive is written while I am of 
sound mind and fully competent. 
I insist (Dr. Heifetz is here pleading 
with an imaginary court of law) that I 
have complete right of self- 
determination That includes complete 
right of refusal of any medical or sur­ 
gical treatment unless a court order af­ 
firms that my decision would bring un­ 
due or unexpected hardship on my fami­ 
ly or society < I do not know why this last 
clause is here: I cannot imagine its 
relevance). 
Therefore 
If 1 become incompetent, in considera­ 
tion of my legal rights to refuse medical 
or surgical treatment regardless of the 
consequences to my health and life, I 
hereby direct and order my physician, or 
any physician in charge of my care, to 
cease and retrain from any medical or 
surgical treatment which would prolong 
my life if I am in a condition of: 
1) unconsciousness from which I can­ 
not recover, 
2) unconsciousness over a period of six 
months, 
3) mental mcompetency which is 
irreversible 
However, although mentally incompe­ 
tent, I must be informed of the situation 
(he means, “ a ritual effort should be 
made to inform me of my situation "), 
and if I wish to be treated. I am to be 
treated in spite of my original request 
made while competent (fair enough; and 
this safety clause should satisfy many 
doubters). 
If there is any reasonable doubt of the 
diagnosis of my illness and prognosis, 
then consultation with available 
specialists is suggested but need not be 
considered mandatory. 
This directive to my physician also ap­ 
plies to any hospital or sanitarium in 
which I may be at the time of my illness 
and relieves them of any and all respon­ 
sibility in the action or lack of action of 
any physician acting according to my de­ 
mands 
If any action is taken contrary to these 
expressed demands. I hereby request my 
next of kin or legal representative to con­ 
sider 
and if necessary, to take — legal 
action against the involved 


If any of my next of kin oppose this 
directive, their opposition is to be con­ 
sidered without legal grounds since I 
remove any right of my next of kin who 
oppose me in this directive to speak for 
me. 
I herebv absolve my physician or any

Lost word 


Our language is, of course, constantly 
subject to change and evolution. New 
words come in and old ones go out. 
Many in use with one meaning have now 
taken on a different meaning. For exam­ 
ple, to be square. Who would have ever 
thought that the word square would ever 
be employed in a connotation describing 
the mannerism of a 
person 
Over 
the 
past 
several months we 
have gathered in our 
reading a growing 
resentment on the part 
of many over the ap­ 
propriation of the 
word “ gay” by the 
homosexual com­ 
munity. We recently 
came upon a letter to 
the editor in another 
newspaper that voices 
the complaint. It will no doubt strike a 
sympathetic chord in many people: 


“Although we live in an age 
of 
euphemisms,” he writes, “ I must object 
to their (the homosexual community’s) 
appropriation of the word 
gay.’ I 
remember when gay meant happy, 
lighthearted, cheerful and lively. Today, 
because of the homosexual connotation, 
you cannot use the word in its traditional 
sense. You cannot say. ‘I feel gay,’ 
without provoking an unpleasant 
response.” 


Since the application of the use of the 
word gay in this manner, we have found 
ourself avoiding the word altogether 
when we really meant to describe 
somebody as happy, lighthearted, cheer­ 
ful and lively. 
About the only consolation to those 
who regret the passing of this fine old 
word into the linguistic dustbin, except 
for its current, very limited application. 


is the fact that we can still refer to the 
“ Gay ’90s” without raising eyebrows. 
Or can we? 


In the complexities of Congress, it is 
difficult to report on everything that 
takes place but Congressman Bob 
Lagomarsino let us know this week that 
the House has finally closed a little 
known loophole whereby some generals 
and high-ranking military officers were 
allowed to avoid paying income taxes 
after retirement. 
“ Generals who served their full term 
in apparently excellent health were sud­ 
denly winding up on the disability list — 
with a tax haven — just before 
retirement,” Lagomarsino stated 
He explained that under current law. 
disability benefits, which are non- 
taxable, may be offset against retire­ 
ment pay. A serviceman who retires 
with a 40 per cent disability, for exam­ 
ple. can exempt 40 per cent of his pension 
from income taxes. 
“ This is legitimate,” the congressman 
said. “ But what was disturbing was the 
disproportionate number of generals on 
the list. For example, in one year, 
almost 48 per cent of all retiring 
generals and 42 per cent of the lieutenant 
generals qualified for disability benefits, 
compared to only 9.2 per cent of all 
sergeant majors. We either had a lot of 
very sick generals on the job or enlisted 
men are in better health.” 
All disability applications for higher 
pay grades must now be approved by the 
assistant secretary of defense for health 
and environment.
